AN  ACT. 

To  Incorporate  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention 

of  Pauperism. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  in 
General  Court  assembled,  and  by  the  authority  of  the 
same,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Moses  Grant,  Thomas  Tarhell,  Isaac  Means, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  Corporation, 
by  the  name  of  the  “Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pau¬ 
perism,”  for  the  purpose  of  inquiring  into  and  removing  the 
causes  of  pauperism,  and  the  discouragement  of  street  beggary, 
by  obtaining  and  communicating  information  about  applicants 
for  charity,  and  aiding  them  to  obtain  employment,  with  all  the 
powers,  and  subject  to  all  the  duties  and  liabilities,  set  forth  in 
the  forty-fourth  chapter  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

Sect.  2.  Said  corporation  may  take  and  hold  real  estate, 
not  exceeding  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  and  personal 
estate,  not  exceeding  the  value  of  ten  thousand  dollars,  for  the 
aforesaid  charitable  purposes.

An  Act  in  Addition  to  an  Act  to  Incorporate  the  Boston  Society  for 

the  Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauper¬ 
ism  may  take  and  hold  real  and  personal  estate  to  an  amount  not 
exceeding  fifty  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  amount  which 
it  is  now  allowed  to  take  and  hold  under  its  Act  of  incorporation, 
approved  the  twenty-first  day  of  April,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-seven. 

Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

An  Act  to  Change  the  Name  of  the  Boston  Society  for  the 

Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Be  it  enacted,  etc.,  as  follows: 

Section  1.  The  Boston  Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauper¬ 
ism  shall  hereafter  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  “Industrial  Aid 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Pauperism,”  and  under  such  name 
shall  hold  all  its  property,  and  shall  have  all  the  privileges,  and  do 
all  things,  which  it  could  have  done  under  its  former  name. 

Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

May  18,  1866.  Approved. 


An  Act  to  Change  the  Name  of  the  Industrial  Aid  Society  for  the 

Prevention  of  Pauperism. 

Section  1.  The  Industrial  Aid  Society  for  the  Prevention  of 
Pauperism  shall  hereafter  be  known  as  the  Industrial  Aid  Society, 
and  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  do  all  the  things  which  it 
could  have  done  under  its  former  name,  and  shall  hold  all  its  prop¬ 
erty  under  the  name  of  the  Industrial  Aid  Society. 

Sec.  2.  This  Act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


We  have  just  completed  the  seventy-ninth  year  in  which 
our  society  has  been  ministering  to  the  needs  of  the  poor  or 
Boston.  It  has  been  a  year  of  constant  activity  on  the  part  of 
our  agents,  who  have  had  to  contend  against  unusual  obstacles. 
The  fact  that  2,295  individuals,  men,  women  and  boys,  were 
given  places  during  the  year  is  the  most  tangible  result  of  their 
labors  and  the  one  by  which  our  work  is  apt  to  be  most  easily 
understood  and  appraised.  This  does  not  however,  by  any 
means,  measure  all  our  activities.  Our  three  agents  are  con- 
stantly  in  touch  with  hundred  of  families  through  their  bread 
winners,  and  much  valuable  advice  is  given,  words  of  encour¬ 
agement  and  cheer  are  spoken,  and  efforts  are  made  to  assist 
in  the  upbuilding  of  character  and  the  attainment  of  a  better 
life. 

The  pinch  of  hard  times  has  been  with  us  throughout  the 
year.  The  changes  incident  to  the  establishment  of  a  new  tar¬ 
iff  resulted  in  throwing  a  great  number  of  persons  out  of  work 
in  the  spring.  Especially  was  this  noticeable  among  the  men 
and  boys.  We  were  asked  to  find  places  for  1,199  more  of  this 
class  of  applicants  than  in  the  previous  year.  By  special  efforts 
we  succeeded  in  placing  a  very  large  number  of  men  in  the 
country. 

The  unemployment  noticeable  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year  has  greatly  increased  during  these  last  three  months  of 
terrible  war  by  reason  of  the  scarcity  of  money  and  the  gen¬ 
eral  stagnation  of  business.  It  has  become  more  than  ever 
difficult  to  place  men.  How  can  our  agents  hope  to  induce  em¬ 
ployers  to  take  on  our  poor  people  when  men  are  being  turned 
off  every  day  for  lack  of  work?  We  can  only  keep  trying  in 
the  hope  that  by  our  importunities  and  by  our  representations 
of  the  dire  need  of  our  applicants  and  their  dependent  families 
we  may  be  able  occasionally  to  persuade  a  big  hearted  em¬ 
ployer  to  give  a  man  a  job  even  against  his  business  judgment. 
A  great  deal  of  quiet,  unheralded  charity  is  done  every  year  in 
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this  way  by  generous  business  men  on  whom  our  agents  rely  as 
efficient  helpers  in  our  work. 

The  European  or  world  war  is  having  an  effect  upon  all 
charitable  agencies  in  this  country  by  enilsting  the  sympathies 
and  active  aid,  financial  and  otherwise,  of  a  host  of  our  people 
in  the  Red  Cross  work.  Money  and  time  needed  and  ordin¬ 
arily  given  to  help  the  various  charitable  organizations  of  our 
city  and  state  are  now  devoted  to  preparing  and  purchasing 
supplies  for  the  assistance  and  care  of  the  Belgian  refugees  and 
the  wounded  and  suffering  on  the  battlefields  of  Europe.  This 
shows  a  splendid  spirit  of  brotherly  love  and  world  wide  sym¬ 
pathy.  While  thus  ministering  to  the  wants  of  the  foreigner, 
we  should  not  forget  the  poor  of  our  own  city,  whose  poverty 
and  suffering  is  increased  and  whose  ability  to  help  themselves 
is  lessened  by  the  very  war  which  renders  the  Red  Cross  work 
necessary.  Our  great  danger  is  lest  we  become  so  far  sighted 
in  our  charity  as  to  neglect  the  sufferers  in  the  immediate  fore¬ 
ground  while  doing  noble  work  for  the  unfortunates  over  the 
sea. 

Owing  to  the  increased  number  of  employees  in  the  Over¬ 
seeing  of  the  Poor  department,  caused  by  thp  widow’s  aid  law, 
another  room  was  needed  by  that  department  in  the  Charity 
Building,  and  we  were  obliged  to  give  up  one  of  our  rooms 
early  in  the  year.  This  compelled  us  to  put  our  three  agents 
into  one  large  room,  practically  consolidating  the  two  depart¬ 
ments  of  our  work.  The  new  arrangement  turns  out  to  be  a 
desirable  one  in  some  respects.  We  still  have  an  additional’ 
room  to  which  our  women  applicants  resort  and  in  which  they 
await  examination  by  those  seeking  women  helpers. 

The  statement  of  the  treasurer  shows  that  we  have  again 
had  to  resort  to  the  principal  of  our  unrestricted  funds  in  order 
to  make  up  the  deficit  existing  between  our  income  and  our  ex¬ 
penditures.  It  is  hoped  that  additional  contributors,  or  more 
generous  contributions  from  our  present  contributors,  will  en¬ 
able  us  to  go  through  the  coming  year  without  again  drawing 
upon  our  principal.

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AGENT’S  REPORT

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  SEPTEMBER  30,  1914. 


The  year  closes  with  very  little  prospect  of  any  immediate 
improvement  in  the  long  continued  depression  in  business, 
which  has  affected  every  branch  of  business  to  some  degree, 
and  extends  over  the  entire  country.  As  a  natural  result  the 
unemployed  gather  in  the  larger  cities  and  this  condition  has 
greatly  increased  the  work  of  the  Society  during  the  past  year, 
the  society  having  registered  an  8(3%  increase  in  the  number 
of  men  who  have  applied  for  employment. 

In  comparing  the  statistics  of  the  present  year  with  those 
of  last  year  it  is  of  interest  to  note  the  character  of  work  where¬ 
in  the  increase  lies;  thus  we  note  a  50%  increase  in  placing  of 
men  in  country  work,  2  75%  increase  in  mechanical  work,  and 
233%  increase  in  store  and  office  work,  while  common  labor 
and  other  kindred  work  practically  remain  the  same. 

Analyzed  this  means  that  within  this  large  body  of  appli¬ 
cants  there  is  an  increase  of  good  workers,  men  who  for  the 
first  time  in  years  are  unable  to  find  employment  at  their  accus¬ 
tomed  work,  are  at  a  loss  what  to  do,  and  have  turned  to  us 
for  help. 

The  statistics  also  show  that,  notwithstanding  the  con¬ 
tinued  business  depression,  especially  in  the  mechanical  trades, 
we  have  been  able  to  help  a  larger  number  than  last  year. 

In  presenting  the  statistics  of  the  work  of  a  society  of  this 
character,  there  must  always  be  in  the  heart  of  the  Agent  a 
dissatisfaction  at  the  dry  and  hard  appearance  of  the  printed 
figures,  for  he  realizes  that  it  is  a  far  more  effective  and  higher 
result  for  which  the  organization  is  working  than  to  pile  up 
figure  on  figure. 

When  the  father  of  seven  children  receives  work  for  which 
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he  has  been  looking  so  long,  the  Society  knows  that  more  than 
one  person  has  been  helped.  There  are  many  cases  which 
cannot  be  tabulated  but  attention  to  them  is  certainly  an  im¬ 
portant  feature. 

We  remember  the  hundreds  who  are  counselled  and  ad¬ 
vised  during  the  year  and  if  nothing  more  than  a  smile  or  kind 
word  is  at  hand,  yet  we  trust  many  are  encouraged  to  perse¬ 
vere  in  the  right  way. 

The  statistics  for  the  year  are  as  follows:  The  number 
of  employers  who  applied  for  help  in  the  men’s  department 
was  768  an  increase  of  65  over  last  year.  In  the  women’s 
department  1697  employers  applied,  a  decrease  of  76,  making 
the  total  number  of  employers  who  applied  for  help  2465  a 
decrease  of  1 1  from  last  year. 

The  number  of  applicants  for  employment  in  the  men’s 
department  was  2769  an  increase  of  1199  over  last  year. 

The  number  of  men  and  boys  given  employment  during 
the  year  was  860  an  increase  of  95  over  last  year. 

In  the  women’s  department  the  number  of  applicants  for 
work  was  1100  a  decrease  of  585  from  last  vear.  There  were 
1435  given  work,  a  decrease  of  97. 

In  both  departments  the  whole  number  of  applicants  for 
work  was  3869  an  increase  of  761.  The  whole  number  given 
employment  was  2295  a  decrease  of  2  from  last  year. 

Of  the  860  given  work  in  the  men’s  department  684  were 
permanent  places  and  176  temporary. 

Of  the  1435  given  work  in  the  women’s  department  659 
were  permanent  places  and  776  day-work  or  temporary  places. 

Of  the  2719  applicants  for  work  in  the  men’s  department 
1107  were  American  born  and  1612  foreign  born. 

Of  the  860  given  work  in  the  men’s  department  604  were 
placed  in  the  city  and  256  in  the  country. 

Of  the  1435  women  placed  1 164  were  given  work  in  the 
city  and  271  in  the  country.

BY-LAWS 


Membership. 

Article  1.  Individuals  elected  and  serving  as  officers  of  the 
Society,  or  persons  paying  five  dollars  annually,  shall  thereby  be¬ 
come  members  of  the  Society;  and  the  payment  at  any  time  of  the 
sum  of  fifty  dollars,  for  or  by  any  individual,  shall  constitute  such 
person  a  Life  Member  of  the  Society. 

Officials. 

Art.  2.  The  officers  of  the  Society  shall  consist  of  a  President, 
four  Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  A  Treasurer,  and  twelve  or  more 
Directors  who  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and 
shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  or  until  others  shall  be  chosen. 
These  officers  shall  collectively  form  a  Board  of  Managers,  five  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business. 
They  shall,  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Corporation,  elect  from  their  own  number:  (1)  An  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  of  seven  members,  who  shall  have  the  general  superintend¬ 
ence  of  the  affairs  of  the  Society  during  the  intervals  between  the 
regular  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  act  in  their  behalf. 
The  committee  shall  keep  a  record  of  their  doings,  which  shall  be 
laid  before  the  Board  at  their  quarterly  meetings,  or  whenever 
called  for,  shall  have  power  to  make  or  authorize  by  vote  to  be  made 
assignments,  partial  releases,  and  discharges  of  any  mortgages  held 
by  the  corporation,  also  deeds  under  power  of  sale  contained  in  any 
mortgages  held  by  the  corporation,  also  deeds  under  power  of  sale 
contained  in  any  mortgages  so  held  and  also  deeds  of  any  real 
estate  owned  by  the  corporation.  (2)  A  Finance  Committee  of 
three  members,  who  shall  act  with  the  Treasurer  in  the  care  of  the 
finances  of  the  Society;  and  no  sales  or  purchases  of  the  Invested 
Funds  shall  be  made  without  the  written  approval  of  a  majority  of 
the  committee,  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  Board.  Also  an 
Auditor,  who  shall  make  a  semi-annual  examination  of  the  accounts 
and  funds  of  the  Society,  and  certify  upon  the  books  of  the  Treas¬ 
urer  if  the  same  be  correct  and  properly  vouched. 

Duties  of  Officers. 

Art.  3.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  So¬ 
ciety  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers;  and  in  his  absence  one  of  the 
Vice-Presidents,  or  the  Senior  Director  present. 

Secretary. 

Art.  4.  The  Secretary  shall  notify  and  attend  all  meetings  of 
five  Society  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers,  and  shall  keep  a  record 
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of  all  their  proceedings,  acting  as  clerk  of  the  Society  and  of  the 
Board  of  Managers. 

Treasurer. 

Art.  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  have  the  charge  and  care  of  the 
finances;  he  shall  collect  and  receive  all  moneys  due,  and  shall  dis¬ 
pose  thereof  as  shall  be  ordered  by  a  vote  of  the  Board  of  Directors. 
At  each  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Board,  and  at  all  other  times  when 
required,  he  shall  render  a  full  account  of  the  pecuniary  concerns 
of  the  Society. 

Board  of  Managers. 

Art.  6.  The  Board  of  Managers  shall  hold  meetings  on  the  third 
Wednesday  of  October,  January,  April  and  July  in  each  year,  and 
adopt  all  measures  which,  in  their  opinion,  will  promote  the  objects 
of  the  Society.  Special  meetings  of  the  Board  may  be  called  at  any 
time  by  a  written  request  from  the  President,  or  any  two  members 
of  the  Board  to  the  Secretary  for  that  purpose.  The  Board  is  au¬ 
thorized  to  fill,  for  the  remainder  of  the  current  year,  all  vacancies 
in  the  Board,  or  in  any  of  the  other  offices. 

Meetings. 

Art.  7.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Society  shall  be  held  on  the 
third  Wednesday  in  October.  Special  meetings  of  the  Society  may 
be  called  by  the  Board  of  Managers  whenever  in  their  opinion  ex¬ 
pedient;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  call  them  when¬ 
ever  requested  to  do  so,  in  writing,  by  two  members  of  the  Society. 

Amendments. 

Art.  8.  These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  An¬ 
nual  Meeting  of  the  Society,  or  at  any  special  meeting  called  for  the 
purpose.
